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Re-inventing the power grid 


Queens pilot program aims to make electricity cheaper, more reliable

iE: 4:30 p.m. on a hot summer day, and 


you'll soon be leaving work. Before head- 

ing out of the office, you go online and 
turn on your home air conditioner with the 
click of a mouse so that when you get to your 
place, it’s already cool. 

The technology to do that isn’t available to 
consumers just yet, but Con Edison says it’s 
on the horizon, and the utility is laying the 
groundwork with a pilot “smart grid” program 
in western Queens. 

A smart grid incorporates information and 
communication technology into the electric sys- 
tem so that customers — and the utility — can 
track how much power they are using at any 
given time. That makes it easier for consumers 
to adjust their energy usage to save money, and 
means the power company knows exactly how 
much electricity to send to given neighborhoods 
at different times so it doesn’t have to guess and 
tisk falling short or wasting energy. 

In the coming weeks,.some 1,500 “smart 
meters” will be installed in houses, apartments 
and businesses in Astoria, Long Island City, Sun- 
nyside and Woodside — areas which were hit 
with a 10-day power outage three years ago. If 
the pilot program is successful — i.e., if cus- 
tomers save money, if less electricity is wasted 
and if overall operations run smoothly — Con 
Ed says it hopes to expand the grid to other parts 
of Queens and perhaps eventually the whole city. 

“Now, the Con Edison meter at your house 


basically just accumulates how much energy 
you’ve used over the course of a month?’ CEO 
and Chairman Kevin Burke said. “These new 
meters would know how much you're using on 
an hourly or even a half-hourly basis.” 

Electricity can cost up to four times as much 
during peak hours as it costs at night, Burke 
said, so being able to track usage at different 
times of day will help customers save money. 

In addition to having smart meters 
installed, about 300 customers will receive 
devices that can monitor how much power 
individual appliances use. Burke said this 
should prompt people to unplug power-guz- 
zling devices when not in use. 

The smart grid isn’t just about providing ener- 
gy users with more information, though; the 
power company will also instantly be notified 
when outages occur, so it won’t have to wait for 
calls from disgruntled customers to fix problems. 
And it will help the utility pmpoint the source of 
problems more accurately and quickly. 

Burke said the massive outages three years 
ago probably wouldn’t have lasted as long 
with a smart grid, because the system “would 
have provided a lot more information to us 
early on in the process to better assess the 
condition and be able to respond and help the 
customets out sooner than we had.” 

Councilman Eric Gioia (D-Sunnyside), 
who has been calling for a smart grid, 
applauded the news.

ting underway. 

Monday marked the official groundbreaking for the $76 million endeav- 
or, which involves redirecting traffic, planting trees, installing outdoor 
seating and making the area around the entrance to the Queensborough 
Bridge more hospitable to pedestrians and cyclists. 

* Until now, Queens Plaza — which extends from the bridge to North- 
ern Boulevard — has been a jumbled maze of bumpy streets, messy 
intersections, pot-hole-ridden pavement and screeching elevated sub- 
ways. When the project is completed, which officials say should be in 
late 2010, the traffic network will be realigned, trees will line the road- 
ways, landscaped medians will afford passers-by a place to sit and bike 
paths and pedestrian walkways will snake their way through greenery. 

“This will do more to change the character of Long Island City than any 
other government investment in a generation,” said Congresswoman Carolyn 
Maloney (D-Queens and Manhattan), who secured nearly $10 million for the 
project. “This project will make this community more attractive, accessible 
and desirable, bringing more people and businesses to this area. Best of all, it 
will transform Queens Plaza into a welcoming gateway for the greatest city 
in the world.” 

The Queens Plaza Streetscape Improvement Project comes in conjunc- 
tion with the renovation of Jackson Avenue, which began last fall and 
will leave the street with a landscaped median as well as new sidewalks, 
lighting and seating. Together, the two projects will bring more than 500 
new trees to L.I.C. . 

Officials say the streetscape improvements will encourage people to 
spend time in the neighborhood. 

“Long Island City ... has been for many years a place that people have 
passed through,” said Seth Pinsky, president of the city’s Economic 
Development Corporation. About 200,000 motorists pass through the 
area each day — but they rarely stay. The Queens Plaza and Jackson 
Avenue projects are meant to make the area “a place that people linger 
in, a place that people stay in, that they make their homes in and that they 
start their businesses in,” Pinsky said. 

City Planning Commissioner Amanda Burden said the plaza will be 
transformed into “‘an incredible green gateway into the heart of Long 
Island City.” The leafy canopy of trees will help muffle noise from traffic 
and trains, Burden said, and “will be a cool place to sit and reflect, ... 
provide shade and lots of plentiful seating to take a break during lunch.” 

While most agree that Queens Plaza in its current manifestation isn’t 
much to brag about, some think the renovation project is not the best use 
of city funds. One L.I.C. resident who attended the groundbreaking on 
Monday said-he doubts Queens Plaza will become tranquil, given that 
cars and subways will still clatter by. He said he would rather see new 
green space a few blocks away in an area further removed from the din. 

The Queens Plaza project is getting more than $30 million in federal 
stimulus funding, with the city and other federal programs footing the 
remainder of the bill. The project is expected to create more than 1,700 
construction jobs.

Mayor responds 
to allegations 
of illegal funds 


Mayor Mike Bloomberg deflected 
allegations that his office illegally 
funneled public funds into two non- 
profit groups during his visit to 
Queens on Tuesday. 

“Every single one of them went 
through the vetting proccess and was 
totally disclosed”’ Bloomberg said. “I 
don’t know about the recollection of 
one councilmember that he didn’t ask. 
The recollection from every person 
I’ve talked to is that it was asked and 
we were doing it in the normal course 
of business.” : 

Bloomberg insisted that Council- 
man Simcha Felder (D-Brooklyn) had 
indeed requested the nearly $1.1 mil- 
lion in discretionary funding for Agu- 
dath Israel of America Community 
Services and nearly $400,000 for Ohel 
Children’s Home and Family Services. 

Felder denied that he requested the 

_ funds, according to published reports. 

Although council members are allo- 
cated discretionary funds for commu- 
nity groups in their district, the mayor 
is prohibited from using the pool of 
money. : 

According to Felder, his name was 
used to authorize the funding without 
his consent. 

The mayor challenged that statement, 
claiming Felder’s memory was off.

Mayor touts transportation plan

Mayor Mike Bloomberg came to Queens 
on Tuesday to sell his new transportation 
plan as hundreds of millions of dollars were 
allocated to the city for various infrastruc- 
ture projects. 

Bloomberg joined local civic leaders at 
the Glendale Diner where he discussed his 
new transportation. strategy, a plan 
announced earlier this week in his bid for a 
third term. 

“The whole economy is dependent on 
people being able to go where they wanna 
go,” Bloomberg said. “It’s quality of life. 
Who wants to sit around in a traffic jam or 
sit around waiting to get on a bus.” 

Bloomberg described the plan as a 
roadmap for comprehensive reform of the 
city’s transportation network in all of its 
forms. The plan includes ideas to improve 
traffic flow, expand ferry_service, restore 
railroad and subway stops and improve bus 
service. 

The mayor said he would restore closed 
Long Island Rail Road stations in Glendale, 
Richmond Hill and Elmhurst. The plan 
would also include an expansion of the 
LIRR’s City Ticket program, which would 
allow rush hour commuters to take advan- 
tage of deeply discounted rates that were 
previously available only on weekends. 

The plan also calls for the installation of 
gateless tolls on the city’s East River 
bridges and tunnels, iticluding all of 
Queens’ spans into the Bronx and Manhat- 
tan. He touted the new tolling system as a 
relatively simple way to improve traffic 
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flow and reduce emissions in communities 
close to the city’s bridges. 

The mayor called for expanding ferry ser- 
vices into facilities in Long Island City and 
parts of Brooklyn. And in order to improve 
ferry ridership, he would seek to integrate 
ferry service with the city’s bus and subway 
systems — allowing commuters to use their 
Metrocards on the new ferries. 

Another plan for Queens includes the 
implementation of a commuter van service

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in neighborhoods underserved by mass 
transit, citing Bayside as an example. He 
said the city would contract private compa- 
nies to provide routes through the neigh- 
borhoods. 

The transit reform plan came as the city 
received millions in state and federal fund- 
ing for transportation and infrastructure — 
including nearly $600 million to renovate 
the Jamaica transit hub and $50 million for 
ferry service.

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Drug prices vary vastly 


It pays to shop around — big time. 
That's what a recent study on preseription 
drug prices, conducted by Councilman 
Erie Gioia (D-Sunnyside) found. 

The study, which examined five of 
the mast commonly prescribed drugs, 
found price discrepancies of up to. 500 
percent depending on where a medication 
is purchased. 

The study is a fallow-up to Gioia’s 2004 
and 2006 reports which found enormous 
variation in prescription drug prices and 
eventually helped lead to the launch of a 
state website last year that tracks prescrip- 
tion drug prices. However, a survey of city 
pharmacies found that the state website

Almost one million Cold War veterans 
will now be eligible to receive real property 
tax exemptions, thanks to a new bill spon- 
sored by state Sen. Joe Addabbo Jr. (D- 
Howard Beach) and signed into law by Gov. 
David Paterson Tuesday. 

The legislation will make it possible for 
municipalities to offer increased property 
tax exemptions to Cold War vets, who are 
defined as those servicemen and service- 
women who served in active duty in the 
United States armed forces between Sept. 2, 
1945 and Dec. 26, 1991. The time period 
encompasses World War II, the Korean War, 
Vietnam War and Persian Gulf Conflict. 

“Tt is an honor to demonstrate and recog- 
nize the respect that is owed to our veterans

Benefits of the bill include facilitating 
the procedure by excluding the requirement 
of a municipality to submit a “home rule” 
bill, which was previously needed in deter- 
mining a real property tax exemption. 
Towns and cities can now legally offer high- 
er property tax exemptions to Cold War vet- 
erans and, additionally, cooperative and ten- 
ant-stock holders who reside in co-ops can 
apply for property tax exemptions on their 
dwellings.

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On public financing of campaigns 


he city’s public campaign finance program is 

designed to encourage more people to run for office 

— to get new blood into the political system, to allow 
candidates of moderate means to compete with those who 
have greater resources and to reduce the influence of special 
interest groups like developers and unions. 

The point is to level the playing field. But we don’t 
believe the system is doing that. There are better ways. 
Several races in Queens provide the evidence for this. 

In City Council districts 19 and 20, the incumbents are 
running for higher office. District 19’s Tony Avella is chal- 


lenging Comptroller Bill Thompson Jr. in the Democratic . 


primary for mayor, and District 20’s John Liu is running for 
comptroller, facing off against three other council members 
seeking the Democratic nod. In each of those two districts, 
there are eight candidates vying for the open seat. 

Those races show that Everyman and Everywoman can 
make a run for office. But it’s not because of public financ- 
ing; it’s because.there is no longtime incumbent with name 
recognition and all the other benefits of office at his dispos- 
al. The proof lies in nearby District 24, where Jim Gennaro 
is seeking re-election. 


Gennaro challenged state Sen. Frank Padavan last year, 
and came within a hair’s breadth of defeating him. It took 
months to certify a winner. Thinking that Gennaro might be 
going to Albany, a slew of candidates threw their hats in the 
ring for his seat. But when Padavan was declared the winner, 
and Gennaro signaled his intent to run for re-election to the 
council, they all dropped out. 

It wasn’t lack of funding that made them do it; it was the 
near futility of running against an incumbent who has proven 
to be a strong vote getter again and again. 

The best way to level the playing field would be to reim- 
pose the term limits voters approved twice, which Mayor 
Mike Bloomberg and the City Council overturned last fall. 
Limiting officials to two consecutive terms would give new 
candidates a fairer shot across the board, funding aside. 

The public finance system is also ineffective because it’s 
not mandatory. The incredibly wealthy mayor has opted out 
of the systsem so he can spend as much of his own money as 
he wants in the race, and his expenditures dwarf his rivals. 
They have no hope of catching up financially, which we 
believe essentially nullifies the entire system. 

Conversely, the city is too generous to those who do take 


public funding, given the economic situation. Revenues are in 
decline and spending on city services is being restrained — 
so why should taxpayers have to give the candidates who opt 
into the system $6 for every $1 in private donations they 
raise, up to $175? We'd suggest a reduction to $4 in public 
money for every $1 in private support, or even less. 

There are many ways to measure the appeal of a candi- 
date’s platform in the arena of ideas that is American politics 
at its best. How big a crowd does the candidate draw? How 
many regular citizens are writing letters to the editor sup- 
porting him or her? How many are putting lawn signs on 
their properties? 

How much financial backing a candidate is getting is one 
more indicator of his or her support in the community, as 
long as the money is not in the form of massive contributions 
over the legal limits. President Barack Obama’s primary run 
against then-Sen. Hillary Clinton is the perfect example. 
Clinton had the big donors and was considered the front-run- 
ner, but Obama surpassed her with his grassroots support 
and small private donations. Public financing wasn’t a factor. 
And the presidency is term-limited. In this case, New York 
could take a lesson from Washington.

Against Weprin 
Dear Editor: 

There are two sides to every story, as in 
“Weprin: My experience is key in comptrol- 
ler race” (by Peter C. Mastrosimone, July 39) 
concerning the merits of New York City 
Council Finance Committee Chairman David 
Weprin becoming the next city comptroller. 
Take a trip down memory lane for some of 
his less visionary ideas and past positions 
which he neglected to mention. 

What Weprin fails to discuss is that 
under his watch, from 2002 to today, the 
city budget grew from $43. to $59 bil- 
lion, consistently rising above the rate of 
inflation. He lacked the courage to pro- 
pose automatically adopting last year’s 
budget and spending levels. There was no 
real fiscal reform restricting spending 
below the rate of inflation or adopting 
pay-as-you go financing. 

The city’s municipal debt was $43 bil- 
lion in 2001. Between 2001 and 2009, 
municipal debt increased by $16 billion 
to an anticipated $59 billion. Each resi- 
dent's portian of this debt went up by 
$1,853 from $5,300 to $7,153. The per 
resident capital debt of $7,153 makes the 
Big Apple number one nationally. Each 
year a greater percentage of the NYC 
budget goes toward debt payments rather 
than funding current badly needed essen- 
tial services such as police, fire, sanita- 
tion, education and other social services. 
Weprin has never developed any plans to 
reduce long-term debt. 

Weprin is proud of his role in giving 
out several hundred million dollars worth 
of pork barrel projects yearly. He proudly 
accepts the title of “King of Pork” from 
the Gotham Gazette for having the great- 
est number and dollar value of member 
item pork barrel spending. 

Weprin played a significant role in giv- 
ing out a $400 tax rebate to homeowners. 
Intelligent taxpayers will remember that at 
the same time, he voted to take most of 
this back via a 7 percent property tax 
increase. This is reminiscent of the finan- 
cial shenanigans under the late Mayor 
Abe Beame who placed the city on the 
verge of bankruptcy in 1976. 

Weprin failed to prepare for today’s lean 
times due to economic recession and declin- 
ing Wall Street tax revenues. He also is 
opposed to WalMart opening any stores with- 
in the five boroughs. This hurts consumers 
looking for both employment and savings. 

Does all of this really qualify him to 
become the next oe Comptroller?

The headline’s phrase “in limbo” was 
not accurate since the program continues 
to operate as it has. 

Two statistics provided by the program’s 
medical director were inaccurate. The pro- 
gram has monitored 2,500 people who 
worked at Ground Zero and is providing 
treatment to 320, according to Markowitz. 

The best phone number to reach the 
clinic is (718) 670-4174, not the other 
clinic number that was published. 

The proper name of the program is the 
World Trade Center Medical Monitoring 
and Treatment Program. The Queens 
Clinical Center is where the program is 
housed in this borough.

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Liu wants to be city’ S pit bull as comptroller

Saying he wants to be the top watchdog for New York City, 
comptroller candidate John Liu outlined his plans during a sit- 
down last week with the Queens Chronicle staff. 

Criticizing Mayor Mike Bloomberg for cajoling the City 
Council into extending term limits, Liu, the current city council- 
man from Flushing, said he found the move disturbing and a 
sign of the growing concentration of power in the city. He voted 
against the move. 

“Tf the mayor had done it the right way, through a referendum, 
the people would have supported it. It was subversive of him to 
circumvent the process,” he said. “It’s not the way it should be. It 
was achieved through a tremendous amount of wealth.” 

In a field of four contenders — three of whom hail from 
Queens —- Liu believes he has the experience to fill the posi- 
tion being vacated by Comptroller Bill Thompson Jr., who is 
running for mayor. “Before I was elected to the City Council 
in 2001, my career was in finance as a manager of Pricewa- 
terhouseCoopers,” he said. “The comptroller’s job is a posi- 
tion I am uniquely suited for.” 

He pointed to several accomplishments as councilman and 
how he would continue his efforts as a watchdog if elected as the 
city’s chief fiscal officer and manager of its pension fund. “I was 
the first elected official in 2003 to point out the MTA had two 
sets of books,” Liu said, something the transit agency no longer 
does. “You must hold the government accountable and there is a 
need to restore confidence.” 

He discussed the lack of transparency at the Department of 
Education, calling some of the agency’s statistics, “a smoke and 
mirrors game,” and claiming, that the DOE’s constant effort to 
spin things and its emphasis on test scores are not proper. “Some 
have gone up, but I’m not convinced that academic achievement 
is increasing,” Liu said. 

One of the main responsibilities of the comptroller is to 
invest the city’s pension funds. Liu wants a more conservative 
mix of investments. He does not agree with one plan to put 
money into weakened businesses in the hope they will turn

around. “Banks help businesses, not the city. We should not 
use pension funds to save companies. That can be done 
through other city programs,” he said. 

Instead, he favors continuing to utilize the stock market. 
“There are huge buy opportunities in the stock market,’ Liu said, 
adding he thinks it would also be risky to buy direct real estate as 
an investment. 

Touting his experience in the private sector, Liu noted he ran 
pension funds for a living. “I would bring in an unprecedented level 
of professionalism and clean it up,” he said. 

Like his opponents, Liu does not favor increasing the city’s 
water rates and said the increases now go into the general treasury, 
not for the water and sewer system. “You need to be up-front with 
people and not charge more than is necessary and then they can’t 
even take the water fees off their income taxes.” 

As head of the council’s Transportation Committee, Liu said 
one of his proudest moments was uncovering the MTA’s ques- 
tionable tactics. “The MTA is the largest state authority and 
needs to be ovethauled” he said. He also favors adding more 


LIRR trains in Queens and making it easier for borough com- 
muters to get around on north-south mass transit routes. 

A long-time opponent of illegal conversions, Liu said they are 
unsafe, deteriorate neighborhoods and put a strain on the infra- 
structure. “It is the responsibility of the Department of Buildings 
and if elected, P’'ll ensure the DOB is doing its job,” he said. 

Liu also favors the use of operational audits to check that each 
city agency is carrying out its mission. “The Department of Educa- 
tion is not defined as a city agency yet and if the state changes that. 
it would be under the purview of the comptroller,” he said. 

Liu believes the DOE has relaxed its oversight of remedial 
programs, using it as a shortcut for teens to finish high school. 
“Students should graduate in the proper way,” he said. “We 
need remedial programs, but when you see a growing number 
of students using it and the DOE not being able to tell you how 
many are in it, you get a recipe for unaccountability. Its one of 
those numbers games the DOE uses.” 

He has not endorsed his former aide John Choe — or anyone 
else — for his City Council seat, but believes he is “very quali- 
fied” for the position. Although some in the Korean community 
said Choe has North Korean leanings, Liu indicated it’s not true. 
“Some Koreans have red-baited him and some Chinese have 
called me a spy of the Communists in Red China. I’m not a 
spy,’ he said. 

Having raised almost $2.9 million for his campaign, more than 
any of his opponents, and having received numerous union and 
political endorsements, Liu is optimistic about the election. But 
he’s not leaving anything to chance. “I am working day and night. 
You can’t take the election for granted. It is not the sexiest race, 
so generating the turnout is critical?’ he said. 

Liu promised to continue his practice of almost always being 
out in the field and distanced himself from his opponents. “I’m 
very different than my rivals. I’m the only one not primarily from 
the political sector. I’m not part of the old boys network,” he said. 

Liu was born in Taiwan and came here at the age of five. He 
has lived in the samé Flushing neighborhood since then. He and 
his wife, Jenny, have a son, Joey, about to enter the fourth 
grade in public school.

New York Blood Center needs more donations

Millions love NY, if the shirts and coffee 
mugs with the big red heart mean anything, 
but that love flows slower, apparently, when 
it comes to giving blood. 

“We see it especially in Queens, unfortu- 
nately,” said Harvey Schaffer, executive 
director of Long Island Blood Services. 
“Queens uses more blood than it gives. It is 
a net importer of 
blood.” 

Right now, the 
New York Blood 
Center needs 2,000 
donations, or about 
35 blood drives, a 
day to meet the high 
demands from hos- 


many in New York 
don’t know about, 
Schaffer said. 
“When people go to 
the hospital, they don’t think ‘I wonder if 
they have blood forme. They just assume 
it’s there.” 

For now it is there. The centers have an 
adequate supply for the time being, accord- 
ing to Schaffer, but as the summer season 
continues, the NYBC is getting more con- 
cerned about the inventory. 

It’s harder to collect blood in the summer, 
because schools and colleges — two of the 
biggest sources for donations — are out. So 
to make up for the drop in volunteers, the 
NYBC has to find new sources in the five 
boroughs and surrounding areas.

dependent on various community partners, 
such as churchés, schools and businesses, to 
maintain supply. But even with community 
help, the turnout isn’t always very high. 

In fact, according to the American Red 
Cross, only three out of every 100 people in 
America donate blood. © 

Further complicating matters, the centers 
need their blood to come from donors of 
different ethnicities, to ensure hospitals and 
patients have access 
to many, different 
blood types. Schaffer 
said this variety is 
vital, because a lot of 
patients require pre- 
cisely matched trans- 
fusions with similar 
antigens to their 
own, to ensure their 
body doesn’t reject 
or react negatively to 
the blood. But exact 
matches are hard to 
find outside the patient’s ethnic or racial 
background. 

Currently, according to the NYBC, it 
doesn’t have enough diverse donors — 71 
percent are white, 8.4 Latino, 6.8 black and 
4.6 Asian. 

The low turnout, high demand and strict 
requirements, added to the fact blood can’t 
be stockpiled, makes blood collection a 
very difficult process, Shaffer said. 

Whole blood has a short shelf-life to 
begin with, but then, after taking away the 
time it takes to test and transport it to hospi- 
tals, it becomes even shorter. It’s a process

“Tt’s not like collecting wheat,” Shaffer 
added. “Our harvesting season is every 
day.” 

According to Leslie Gonzalez, 
spokesperson for the NYBC, giving blood 
is a simple, but vital, process that saves 
numerous lives every day. Each donation 
has the potential to save three lives, because 
blood can be broken further down to three 
important components — red cells, platelets 
and plasma. It’s an act of kindness that 
makes a huge difference. Plus, it doesn’t 


“A whole blood donation is approximate- 
ly one pint, and the average body has about 
10 to 12 pints of blood,’ Gonzalez said, “so 
you can safely give blood once every 56 
days. And after donating, your blood vol- 
ume is back to being normal within 24 
hours. It’s an extremely safe procedure.” 

And not counting the paperwork, which 
can take around 45 minutes to complete, the 
actual donation is quick and easy. “It takes 
only 10 minutes to donate,” she said, “only 
10 minutes to save lives.”

New study focuses on schizophrenia

Imagine hearing voices, experiencing hallucina- 
tions, delusions or paranoia that causes you to 
believe others are conspiring against you. For one in 
every 100 young adults suffering from schizophre- 
nia, this life-shattering experience is a reality. But,

thanks to a new federally-funded study, better medical treat- 
ment may be just around the corner. 

The government will provide $40 million over the next 
six years to the National Institute of Mental Health, the 
National Institutes of Health and the American Recovery 
and Reinvestment Act. Half the money has been allocated to 
the Zucker Hillside Hospital campus of the Feinstein Insti- 
tute for Medical Research with the rest going to Columbia 
University's New York State Psychiatric Institute. 

We are very excited,” said Dr. John 
Kane, chairman of psychiatry at Zucker 
Hillside Hospital in Glen Oaks. Kane, 
along with Dr. Jeffrey Lieberman of 
Columbia University, will lead the 
research team. “It is a tremendous 
opportunity to improve the lives of 
schizophrenic patients and we are 
delighted that the Institute of Mental 
Health is supporting this work,” he said. 

“This project will give us strategies 
that may change the course of illness 
for patients early in the disease 
process,” Lieberman said in a state- 
ment. “We have some promising 
approaches’ that need to be combined 
and then tested on individuals in many 
different kinds of settings.”

more to recover and function independently,” Kane said. 
“The treatment they get is often fragmented. It takes a long 
time before the individual receives appropriate treatment.” 

Indeed, patients can receive a number of different treat- 
ments depending on their doctor or the location in which 
they live. This study is significant because it is the first 
attempt to determine if early, consistent, systematic treatment 
can alter the course of the illness. 

Schizophrenia is a brain disease with a strong genetic com- 
ponent that usually develops during 
adolescence or early adulthood. Symp- 
toms can occur gradually over weeks, 
months or even years. 

“They [the families] are confused. 
They don't know what to think,” Kane 
said. “They assume that its drugs or 
that the person is hanging out with the 
wrong crowd. They look for a less 
frightening answer than schizophrenia.” 

According to Kane, it may take more 
than a year after the symptoms have 
manifested themselves before a patient 
will’seek treatment. 

Sometimes individuals cannot recog- 
nize that anything is wrong and they have 
to be admitted to the hospital against 
their will —— this is especially true in

physicians have collected about schizophrenia, particularly 
from first episode patients, and use it to put together an 
enhanced intervention package of medication and psychoso- 
cial treatment. 

The researchers will then train doctors around the country 
so they can test the treatment on their patients. After two 
years of follow-up visits, the results will be compared with 
those of patients receiving traditional psychiatric treatment. 

“Both patients and families are concerned about the 
progress being made and whether schizophrenics can do 


“Imagine what it is like to watch your son or daughter go 
through this process — especially if they won’t accept treat- 
ment,” Kane said. “They can become hostile and even para- 
noid about their parents’ true intentions, but at the same time 
they need family support, so we try to normalize that rela- 
tionship in treatment.” 

If you think a loved one may be schizophrenic, Kane sug- 
gests contacting your doctor, local psychiatric clinic or hospi- 
tal. If the individual is unwilling to accept help, he advises you 
go on their behalf to find out the best course of action. ©

A Queens man has pleaded guilty to 
defrauding five members of the Trinida- 
dian community in South Ozone Park 
and Richmond Hill by promising to 
expedite and produce legitimate green 
eards and other documents after col- 
lecting @ total of nea 100,000 from 
them, Queens District Attorney Richard 
Brown said Tuesday. 

“The victims in this case streve to 
become part of the American Dream,” 
Brown said. “They worked hard and 
saved their money and gave it to this 
defendant in the Hopes of gaining legal 
Status in this country. Instead, they were 
defrauded by this defendant wiio must be 
punished for taking advantage <3 tliese 
vulnerable victims.” 

The defendant, Nazim “Tony.” Boscial 
of Ozone Park, was arrested in January 
as Ke arrived at Kennedy International 
Airport on a flight from his native 
Trinidad, Brown said. He pleaded guilty 
to fourtli-degree grand larceny Tuesday 
before Acting Supreme Court Justice 
Dorothy Chin-Brandt. Hosein faces 16 
months to four years in prison when he is 
sentenced on Aug. 19. THe defendant 
also signed a confession of judgment ip 
the amount of $91,800 to be paid back to 
his five victims. 

According to the criminal complaint, 


Hosein met with his victims at various 
Jocations in Queens on numerous occa- 
sions between Aug. |, 200%, and Oct. 10, 
2008. Hosein allegedly told his victims 
that he knew someone who worked 
inside the federal building at 26 Federal 
Plaza in lower Manhattan who could 
assist him in getting them legitimate 
immigration documents — including 
green cards, Social Security cards and 
work permits — in exchange for a large 
sum of money, which would also cover 
the cost of other expenses, such as bank 
statements, taxes, fingerprints and med- 
ical coverage. The fees ranged from 
$5.000 to $20,008. 

In some cases, Hosein provided his 
victims with forged documents and, in 
other eases, asked them to meet Kim at 
26 Federal Plaza on Oct. 10, 2008. to 
receive their documents. . 

@n that day, many of Hosein’s victims 
waited more than five Hours outside the 
federal building for him, Brown said. 
Unbeknownst to them, Hosein had taken 
a flight from JFK to Trinidad the day 
before, according to U.S. Customs 
records. 

In total. Hosein took $91,806 in 
exchange for promising to obtain U.S. 
documentation for seven individuals 
from five families.

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Tenants beat Vantage parking plot 


Real estate company settles, avoids impending court battle

A group of Rego Park tenants scored a 
major win against a notorious real estate 
firm and its business partner on Monday. 

Residents at 98-30 67th Ave. in Rego 
Park claimed that Vantage Management, a 
firm involved in numerous tenant disputes 
throughout the borough, and Central Park- 
ing Systems attempted to coerce tenants into 
giving up their rent-stabilized parking leases 
with a deceptive form and various threats. 

The companies agreed to void the con- 
troversial parking registration form during 
settlement negotiations reached after resi- 
dents sued to negate it in court. 

“T consider this a complete victory,” said 
Lawrence Lame, an attorney and resident of 
the building. “The form was clearly 
improper and clearly illegal. I think that the 
way they reacted to it demonstrates that.” 

Lame has lived in the building for nearly 
30 years and has used the same rent-stabi- 
lized parking spot throughout the three- 
decade span. 

But he and many of his neighbors — 
who had already entered into long-term 
parking leases with Vantage — were up in 
arms over documents recently distributed 
by Central. 

The seemingly simple form requested 
that tenants update their personal and vehi- 
cle information for an impending manage- 
ment change. But at the bottom of the docu- 
ment, tenants were told that they were also

agreeing to new lease terms detailed in fine 
print on the back. 

“They said to us, ‘You must sign this,’” 
Lame said. “Then they threatened to boot 
our car, break into our car, remove our car, 
deny us access to the car.” 

Many worried that the new monthly leas- 
ing system would give Central and Vantage 
an opportunity to kick them out and seek 
more lucrative customers.

“They kept saying this application is only 
to update information. Your rights will stay 
the same.

The application’s fine print described 
new monthly leasing conditions at the 
building — essentially overriding existing 
long-term lease contracts. Those not com- 
plying would be subject to “harsh enforce- 
ment,” an accompanying letter said.

“We’ve gone from a one to two year con- 
tract — to nothing,’ Lame said. 

He said the company was illegally intimi- 
dating tenants into signing the document by 
threatening to remove their cars. 

The issue went to housing court in June, 
when attorneys for Vantage didn’t try to 
defend the company’s actions —— instead 
attempting to stall an injunction by claim- 
ing the court had no jurisdiction. 

“Vantage did not dispute the merits what- 
soever,” Lame said. 

The court eventually issued a stay on the 
case, but officials at both companies opted 
out of the impending legal battle in the end. 

Vantage holds multiple properties in 
Queens, but Lame said the settlement only 
applies to forms for residents of his build- 
ing. He urged tenants of other rent-stabi- 
lized buildings operated by the companies 
to challenge any similar forms. 

“I have a terrible feeling they’re in the 
same situation as we are,” Lame said. “I just 
don’t see how they can get away with it.” 

Officials at both Vantage and Central did 
not return calls for comment. 

New parking lease contracts and rent 
payment information have not been provid- 
ed to tenants since Central’s arrival, accord- 
ing to Lame. But the attorney remained 
optimistic that the companies can redeem 
themselves next time around. 

“There can be peace,” Lame said. “If 
they don’t trample on our rights, there’s no 
reason to go to court again.”

“We have an 
active senior program and we look to have 
an even more active senior program with 
the contribution of this system.”

You could say Anne Romano now 
belongs to a long-standing fraternity. 

Her new book, “Distant but Loyal,” 
which the South Ozone Park resident self 

“published after 10 years in the making, 
examines her family’s migration from Itri, 
Italy to Cranston, R.I. In it, she analyzes the 
Itrani character — studies their culture, her- 
itage and religion; explores the ways in 
which their traditions were transcribed once 
their feet hit U.S. soil. 

Romano traveled back and forth to Itri — 
hit all the libraries, interviewed countless 
residents and snapped photos of everything 
that could have meant anything to her par- 
ents, Maria and Giacinto. She also clocked 
in more than a few miles trekking between 
Queens and Cranston. Her first trip on J-95 
north to visit her family’s many relatives 
took place the summer of 1996, when her 
father was 91. Arriving during the feast of 
the Madonna della Civita, Itri’s patron saint, 
Romano’s father was treated as if he’d never 
left home. 

“On the day of the feast, men carrying 
this 500-pound statue of the saint stopped 
in front of my dad, kneeled down and let 
him kiss it. | was so moved and touched by 
that,” Romano recalled. “I began to wonder 
what it would have been like if I’d been 
brought up in Rhode Island. That started the 
whole inquiry into what pushed them out of 
Italy in the first place.” 

The desire to inspect and throw a spot- 
light upon her family’s heritage puts 
Romano in the same camp as other cultural 
detectives — luminaries such as Frank 
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Author and South Ozone Park resident Anne Romano holds up a copy of her book, 
“Distant but-Loyal,” an intimate account of the Itrani people’s culture, character, reli- 


gious devotion and lifestyle. 


McCourt, who explored his upbringing in 
Brooklyn and Ireland in “Angela’s Ashes”, 
ignazio Silone, an Abruzzese native who 
captured the struggles of Italian farmers 
and the poor in “Bread and Wine”; and with 
less fanfare, Caroline Seller Manzo, an 
Englishwoman who fell in love with the 
peculiar and precious oddities she 
unearthed in her husband’s Sicilian paese in 
“Casa Nostra: A Home in Sicily.” 

Romano’s setting, however, is virtually 
uncharted literary territory. Itri is a city of 
10,000 people in the central region of Lazio 
— that same wonderland most famous for 
containing a little city called Rome. It 
boasts a castle, a 12th century bell tower 
and a fortress used by freedom fighter Fra

Diavolo to ward off France in the 18th cen- 
tury. It’s close to the mountains and minutes 
away from the Tyrrhenian Sea, yet, many of 
its residents, including Romano’s mother 
and father, flocked to Cranston after the war 
to find work as vegetable farmers, masons 
and clothesmakers. 

Romano’s family eventually moved to 
New York City, settling in Manhattan. The 
author planted her roots in South Ozone 
Park after meeting her Queens-born hus- 
band. The couple raised three sons in the 
neighborhood while Romano, who earned 
her bachelor’s degree from Queens College 
and master’s degree from Columbia Univer- 
sity, acquired her doctorate in sociology 
from Fordham University. She has published 


numerous psychology, criminology and 
sociology books and is a professor of sociol- 
ogy at Nassau Community College. She also 
serves as president of the American Italian 
Historical Association, Long Island Chapter. 
In 2005, Romano was even named Queens 
Woman of Distinction by former state Sen. 
Serphin Maltese, around the same time she 
was in the process of researching and writ- 
ing “Distant but Loyal,” which she*said had 
as much to do with her desire to contradict 
societal myths about Italians as it did her 
personal curiosity. 

“I was in tune with presenting positive 
images of Italians — hardworking people 
who came here to make a better life for 
themselves and their families,” Romano 
said. “Yet, all you see on television is the 
“Sopranos” and the “Real Housewives of 
New Jersey.” : 

Romano recounts one trip to Cranston 
when she located her father’s nephew’s 
address and knocked on the door, eager to 
chat with her unfamiliar relative. The man 
was out for the afternoon but his wife 
insisted her new neice return that evening 
for dinner. 

“We were invited back for dinner without 
even knowing them,” she said. “She took us 
all in and fed us. It’s that hospitality and 
warmth you don’t find on the streets of 
Manhattan.” 

Romano will speak at an author’s lun- 
cheon on Wednesday, Sept. 23 from 12 until 
3 p.m. at Pompeii Restaurant at 401 Hemp- » 
stead Ave. in West Hempstead, Long Island.

infrastructure was totally inadequate for the 
21st century, leaving residents to wonder if 
the lights will go off whenever the tempera- 
ture creeps up,” Gioia said in a statement. 
“New Yorkers were long overdue for an 
upgrade, and it’s right that Con Ed start this 
program in Long Island City.” 

Some cities in the United States and Europe 
already have smart grids, but Con Ed says New 
York’s size and the diversity ofits buildings 
mean that it presents unique challenges. The $6 
million pilot program in Queens is meant to test 
how such a grid would work here. 

Burke said Queens is a good place to test the 
system because it is representative of Con Ed’s 
service territory as a whole — “a combination of 
residential, commercial and industrial.” 

The utility is applying for hundreds of mil- 
lions in federal stimulus funding to expand 
smart grid projects. Incorporating the whole 
city would cost several hundred billion dol- 
lars, Burke said. 

In addition to trying out a smart grid, Con 
Ed is partnering with the City University of 
New York to study how more*solar power can 
be used. CUNY Chancellor Matthew Gold- 
stein said the university generates solar power, 
which it will supply to Con Ed, and professors 
are working to improve the means for storing 
alternative energy, which is one of the main 
challenges to using it effectively. 

Con Ed is also planning to evaluate how well 
the city’s grid would be able to handle wide- 
spread use of electric cars. Con Ed officials 
showed off a prototype electric car which they 
say could be the commuter vehicle of the future. 

Made by Mini, makers of the Mini Cooper, 
the car plugs into a regular outlet and can go 100 
miles between charges. Officials say fully charg- 
ing a car uses about $7 worth of electricity. {9

carpets that are 10,000 square feet or larger 
from other solid waste and arrange for the 
material to be collected for reuse or recycling. 

The bill would direct the Department of 
Sanitation to establish, maintain and regu- 
larly update a list of carpet reeycling com- 
panies on its website. It would also require 
carpet recycling companies to submit infor- 
mation on the total amount of carpeting 
secured, reused and recycled. 

Last year, Vallone sponsored legislation 
requiring large stores and chains to provide 
receptacles for shoppers to leave their plas- 
tic bags for recycling. It also requires them 
to sell reusable bags and report the amount 
of plastic they recycle each year.

A one-man symphony 


Woodside harmonica player makes 
a big splash with a small instrument

When it comes to playing the harmonica, 
Woodside resident Jia-Yi He is a veritable 
rock star. ; 

The internationally acclaimed musi- 
cian and teacher has performed 
throughout Europe and Asia as well as 
right here in the New York area and is 
headed to a major harmonica confer- 
ence in California soon. 

“| love playing the harmonica, and | 
have loved it ever since | started playing 
back in China," he said. 

The musician's love affair with the har- 
monica has been a long one. Now 56, he 
began playing in 1964 and in 1998 came 
to the U.S. to further pursue a musical 
career. He performs regularly with classi- 
cal symphony orchestras, most recently 
appearing on stage with the Nassau Pops 
Symphony Orchestra in Franklin Square. 

“Jia-Yi is a virtuoso on his instrument 
and the winner of numerous international 
competitions,” says Louis Panacciulli, 
conductor of the NPSO.

The musician says that when people 
see him playing his harmonica with an 
orchestra, they're astonished.

“When boys are naughty we feed them to ‘em,” he finished. 

Farouk's parents, Moustafa and Sahera, have taken 
their son kayaking in previous years and consider them- 
selves regular attendees. 

“And from now on we're going to do it 
every day,” interjected Farouk. 

“Every weekend,” corrected his mother. 

“No mama, every day," he insisted. 

The program is offered most Sundays 
from 1 to 5 p.m. at Hallet's Cove, where 
LICCB shares the tiny beach with Joel 
Rodriguez, who runs a Coastal Classroom 
for the public. The Coastal Classroom, an 

/ initiative of the City Parks Foundation, is a 

free course for the public about marine life. 

As the LICCB volunteers load and unload people into 

kayaks just feet away, Rodriguez encourages those waiting 

to put on waders — giant green waterproof overalls — 

and venture out into the water with nets and gather up 

aquatic life to examine. That allows children to learn about 

what is underwater, Rodriguez said, holding up a blue crab 
which had recently shed its skin. 

The LICCB is funded by private donations and holds 
several fundraisers a year to raise money for new or 
replacement equipment like paddles and life vests. The 
group owns about 20 kayaks, which are stored in an old 
meat locker — in space donated for the purpose by the 
landowner, Plaxerol. 

Volunteers paddle the kayaks from the boathouse about 
two miles away to Hallet'’s Cove on Sunday mornings, and

then paddle back and lock up the boats at the end of the day. 

There is no fixed number of volunteers, no membership 
dues, and no set work schedule at the LICCB. “We don't 
keep a list. It takes a minimum of six to eight people to 
make this event happen, and normally we have enough,” 
Gruber said. “There's no school for this. It's on-the-job 
training. Yeah, we have our chaotic moments.” 

Gruber added that he often tries to recruit regular 
kayakers. “The more we see you, the more we try to make 
a volunteer out of you,” he said.

Mets General Manager Omar Minaya, who 
grew up in Corona and graduated from New- 
town High School, is one of the most likable 
and capable sports executives you'll ever find. 
That’s why it was so surprising that he lashed 
out at Adam Rubin, the Mets beat writer for 
the Daily News, at a Citi Field press confer- 
ence last Monday, at which Minaya 
announced the dismissal of Tony Bernazard 
as Mets vice president of player development. 

Minaya, clearly distraught at having to fire 
a dear friend, took three days to face the media 
and issue a public apology. I have a strong 
hunch that the time lag was not his choosing. 

I asked him when he realized he had made 
a mistake, and he quickly answered, “Three 
seconds after I said his name at the press con- 
ference!” When I mentioned that he could 
have nipped the problem in the bud by apolo- 
gizing at the strange impromptu briefing he 
and Mets Chief Operating Officer Jeff Wilpon 
held on Monday, two hours after the problem 
occurred, he simply shrugged his shoulders. 

After observing the fallout from Monday’s 
disastrous events, Wilpon met with the media 
on the steps of the Mets dugout a few hours 
before the start of Tuesday’s game with the 
Rockies. He issued a full apology to Adam 
Rubin on behalf of the Mets organization and 
reiterated that Minaya remains the Mets GM 
despite his unfortunate statement. 

When I asked Wilpon why he and Minaya 
didn’t apologize on Monday in the press box, 
he replied, “I wanted to wait 24 hours. I had to

Hurricane Katrina. Director Charles 
Winkler makes good use of stock 
footage that contains the somber pro- 
nouncement of former President 
George W. Bush that it will probably 
take years to rebuild the city.

Yes, I have disagreed with some of 
Minaya’s moves, such as his giveaway of 
catcher Ramon Castro and signing of enigmat- 
ic pitcher Oliver Perez to a long-term contact, 
but for the most past he’s done a very good 
job. His last deal, giving up Ryan Church for 
Jeff Francoeur, seems to be working out. And 
don’t forget that he got free agents Pedro Mar- 
tinez and Carlos Beltran in 2005, as well as 
first baseman Carlos Delgado and a pitcher 
named Johan Santana.

It is clear that Kilmer and 
Stone are just here to grab a paycheck. 

“Streets Of Blood” is a truly awful 
film.

King of the hill— (Gig 
Maspeth’s Asheld house

The Asheld home in the heart of Maspeth 
may have been the only house there — or 
anywhere in Queens — that you had to 
climb a mountain of dirt to get into. 

James Asheld Jr., a cable splicer, lived 
with his widowed mother, Pauline, at 68-24 
Clinton Ave. off 69th Street for many years. 
Their house was 19.5 by 110 feet with a 15- 
by-38-foot empty lot adjoining it. When the 
city opened up the street to the public, 


workers left a mountain of dirt at their 
doorstep because the grade of the house 
was much higher than the street. It was 
there for decades. The Ashelds built a 
makeshift staircase just to get up to their 
front door and fought the city for relief, 
eventually reaching a settlement. 

After settling with the city, the Ashelds 
moved away. Eventually Maspeth Federal 
Savings bought the property, tore down the 
house and leveled the site. Today it’s the 
bank’s big parking lot.
